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1 . SUMMARY: HOPES CENTER ON SARKIS AND HIS UPCOMING 
DISCUSSIONS WITH LEADERS OF ALL FACTIONS. HOUGHTON AND 
MACK CONTINUE MEET CHRISTIAN LEADERS. FATAH MAKES 
CONCILIATORY STATEMENTS AND CALLS FOR ADHERENCE TO CAIRO 
ACCORDS. JUNBLATT AND EDDE EAT TOGETHER AND BOTH CRITICIZE 
RIGHTISTS AND SYRIANS. KATAEB SEEKS TO UNIFY RIGHTIST 

RANKS. GROUND SITUATION STABLE BUT BOMBARDMENTS CONTINUE IN 
SEVERAL AREAS. SYRIAN CLEARING ACTION IN SOUTH. SHELLING OF 
BEIRUT RESIDENTIAL AREAS REDUCED. END SUMMARY. 

2. SARKIS. PRESS CONTINUES EXPRESS OPTIMISM SARKIS 

AND ASSAD MAY HAVE AGREED ON POLITICAL SOLUTION DURING 
SEPTEMBER 1 DISCUSSIONS, BUT SO FAR LITTLE LIGHT SHED ON 
CONTENTS OF TALKS. ONE SOURCE SAYS SYRIAN MILITARY 
PRESENCE WAS NOT EVEN RAISED BY SARKIS. L'ORIENT LE 
JOUR SAYS PRESIDENT-ELECT WILL SEE FRANGIE SEPTEMBER 6 
AND SOON AFTERWARDS ARAFAT AND JUNBLATT. PROBLEM FOR 
LATTER TWO IS SAFE MEETING SITE. SARKIS MILITARY 
ADVISER, COLONEL MICHAEL NASSIF (AID DE CAMP OF LATE 
PRESIDENT CHEHAB), MET SEPTEMBER 2 WITH PLO'S SALAH

BROAD CONCESSIONS BUT SYRIANS WILL NOT EVEN DISCUSS 
MATTER. PRESS HERE HIGHLIGHTS INTERVIEW AS FIRST 
PUBLIC CONCILIATORY STATEMENT FROM PRO-EGYPTIAN WING 
OF FATAH LEADERSHIP. ABU IYAD SAYS PALESTINIANS READY 
RETREAT FROM MOUNTAINS, BEIRUT AND JEZZINE IN EXCHANGE
